Cify May Be Forced To 
Default on Bridge *'B" 
Bond Interest in Year 

A proposal to "refund” S21 
million in outstanding McKinley 
bridge bonds under a plan of re¬ 
scheduled payments has been re¬ 
jected by the Illinois Terminal 
Railroad, the Venice city council 
was informed Friday night. 

As a result, Venice appears 
certain to lose all of its $100,000 
annual income from operation 
of the bridge within the next one 
or two years. 

In addition, default on Interest 
payments on $11 million in out¬ 
standing B bonds is pixAable 
within the next year or two, ac¬ 
cording to city officials. 

The Illinois Terininal refusal to 
go along with the plan was an¬ 
nounced at a regular council 
meeting Friday night by Frank 
Hawkins of a Kansas City, Mo., 
investment firm who entered into 
an agreement with Venice city 
officials last June to negotiate a 
rearranged bond pattern. 

ITR Permission Necessary 
Permission of the Illinois Ter¬ 
minal Railroad board of directors 
was necessary to the success of 
the plan because the railroad 
holds about 7D% of the outstand¬ 
ing B bonds. The original bond 
ordinance provides Chat permis¬ 
sion of 100% of the B bond own¬ 
ers and 75% of the A bond hold¬ 
ers Is necessary for any rear¬ 
rangement of either bond issue. 

Hawkins told the council that 
he had met with olficials of all 
the lines that make up the Illi¬ 
nois Terminal Railroad and that 
the proposal was acceptable to 
a majority. 

"I know that the plan was re¬ 
jected by a very small minority 
of perhaps only one or two mem¬ 
bers of the board,” Hawkins told 
the council, ptrinting out that de¬ 
cisions on such matters must be 
unanimous. The Terminal board 
acted in the matter last Monday, 
he said. 

The proposal involved a re¬ 
alignment of bond and interest 
payments and a rescheduling of. 
the order in which payments are 
naade. so that payment of the 
city's annual $100,000 tor opera¬ 
tion of the bridge would have 
been scheduled along with regu¬ 
lar maintenance, bond and in¬ 
terest costs. 

Traffic Decrea^ng 
As the program now stands, 
all bond. Interest, maintenance, 
repair and other costs are paid 
first and the city's $100,000 comes 
out of the surplus fund remain¬ 
ing. Since the present bond ordi¬ 
nance also provides for an 
escaladon Of Wid payments 
starting this year, which will in¬ 
crease the bond requirement 
each year, any surplus is ex¬ 
pected to Ik wiped out within the 
next year or two. Traffic began 
dropping on the bridge in Sep¬ 
tember with (H>ening of the new 
toll-free Route 270 Chain of Rock.s 
bridge, and the bridge operation 
already is running about $25,000 
below income for a comparable 
period a year ago. 

Hawkins emphasized that in¬ 
come is still sufficient and will 
continue to be so, for retirement 
of A bonds. 

“The bridge A bonds are not 
now and never have been in 
jeopardy,” Hawkins said. 

“I won’t say at this time,” he 
added, “that the effort Is hope¬ 
less or that we h^ve given up

The city attorney last Iweek filed a vacating 
motion on behalf of nine aid^men. despite absence 
of a council vote to do so. iHe'said an Appellate 
Court appeal is planned and that it is unlikely the 
appellate judges would act Upon it by the April 4 
election date. 

The attorney's belief is that this would nullify 
the Circuit Court at-large election ruling, enabling 
council members to be chosen on a ward basis. 

' This approach surely is distasteful to most city 
officials and Vioters and ought to be abandoned. 
It seek^ to avoid a determination of what is right 
or wrong, instead utilizing the calendar and weak- 
neues in court procedures in order to gain a de¬ 
sired result. 

Our preference is that all appeal efforts be 
dropped and that the at-large election be allowed 
to proceed as ordered by Judge Streeper. Gmnite 
Cjty government needs the ‘’shot in the arm" that 
this would provide. 

If those who oppose city-wide voting are un¬ 
willing to accept it. the most forthright step they 
could take would be seek court redress in such 
a way that a prompt study and ruling are obtained. 

The whole situation deserves close scrutiny by 
Chief Circuit Judge Barr, the Appellate Court, the 
Illinois Supreme Court and| the U. S. Supreme 
Court, which developed the .landmark “one man.
